NEW YORK (UPD - Cran­ 
berry conserve pie m akes any 
meal aeera like a holiday. Put 2 
cups of fresh -cranberries, and Vt 
cup each of raisins and walnuts 
through a food chopper, using ihe 
coarse blade.

m aterial of all life. In hundreds of 
laboratories in all parts of the 
world, it is 
busily 
turning 
the 
stuff inside out to learn every one 
of its countless secrets. 
This base m aterial is a mole­ 
cule—the molecule of 
deoxyribo­ 
nucleic acid, known by the initials 
DNA. Science eventually is going 
to get a t all its secrets, you m ay 
be sure, and the potential rewards 
•earn to be without lim it 


CANCER AND MANY 
other 
dread diaaasas could be eliminated. 
Tbe life spans of all forms of life, 
could be lengthened indefinitely. 
People (or any other organisms) 
could bo born ideally endowed. It 
might even become 
possible to 
create life forms which do not now 
exist. 
S u c h an unlocking of the se­ 
crets of life would be m an’s great­ 
est achievement. 
It 
would 
far 
overshadow the scientific unlock­ 
ing of (he secrets of non-living 
m atter which led to the hydrogen 
bomb. 


IT MAY NOT COME in this 
generation or in the next or even 
in this century. Science hopes it 
will come sooner rather than later. 
But it is confonted with the fact 
that base m aterial of all life is 
complex almost beyond compre- 


Molecules 
generally 
are 
the 
smallest units of any given chem­ 
ical substance which can manifest 
its chemical activity independent­ 
ly- This molecule of DNA seems 
to bs life’s queen bee molecule 
from which spring all other es­ 
sential molecules of life. 


MOLECULES COME into being 


because certain chemical elements 
have affinities 
for 
others. This 
causes them to get bound together- 
er. /*1 substances are m ade up 
of elem ental 
atoms bound 
into 
iqolecules. This is as true of non­ 
living substances such as sir, wa­ 
ter and m inerals as of living sub­ 
stances such as a jelly fish, a 
rose, a rattlesnake and a person. 
The atom s are the sam e in the 
non-living and the living and aome 
of their molecules are identical. 
Therefore, thfe difference between 
tbe non-living and the living have 
to be in the differences between 
the atom ic organizations of their 
molecules. 


SCIENTISTS HAVE been trying 
to understand the secrets of life 
for centuries. In the last century 
they boiled the quest down to this 
fundamental: If they were ever go­ 
ing to expose life's se<*ets. they 
would first have to understand the 
m olecular 
organizations 
and the 
chemical 
relationships 
in 
and 
among the molecules which add 
up to life. 
Only then did they start mak­ 
ing headway. Their attention be­ 
came concentrated on the cell, the 
basic unit of life. Some forms of 
life have only one cell b u t 
an 
adult hum an being 
who weighs 
around 160 pounds has about 60,­ 
000 billion cells, Just one cell can 
be m ade up. of millions of mole­ 
cules and one molecule m ay con­ 


tain no fewer bound atoms. 
ANYONE WHO HAS ever seen a 
single cell, whether from an onion 
or a m an, magnified 
under 
a 
m icroscope never gets over his 
astonishment. A 
livelier 
life 
in 
term s of movement hardly can be 
imagined, even though it is on a 
microscopic scale. 
There is no suggestion of an 
archy in this movement. The reg 
ularity of activity is that which a 
drill sergeant imposes upon his 
charges.

Boy W . C olegate had a guiding hand in 
the growth of Palm Springs, in its dev elo p ­

H e was instrum ental in th e fljcorporation 
of Palm Springs in 1938, and o o n tinued'to 
guide th e city on legal m atters for 18 years 
until the growth of city business drew too 
m uch tim e aw ay from his ow n private prac­ 


tice. 
D uring his 25 years in Palm Springs he al­ 
so devoted m uch tim e to civic ventures, of­ 
fering advice and taking an active part. 
His success as an attorney in private prac­ 


tice w as evident from th e clients represented 
by his firm. 
Palm Springs can count itself fortunate 
that it had the benefit of a quarter of cen­ 
tury of advise and legal guidance and con­ 
tributions p f the life of Hoy W . Colegate. 
This is m ade m ore tru e because of the diffi­ 
cult tim e experienced by a city during evo­ 
lution from a small village to one of the top 
resorts in the country. 
His passing will leave a vacuum In the 
community, one w hich m ust b e filled by 
similar dedication an d work b y other resi­ 
dents.

D om estic expenditures are also hard to 
estim ate. F o r education, w e shall need a 
large additional sum. Expenditures at all 
levels of governm ent for health, urban re­ 
new al, housing, transportation systems, and 
reservation of open space w ill certainly rise 
m aterially, and federal governm ent support 
fo r basic research m ust be increased. 
Econom ies can and m ust b e made. Some 
savings in th e federal agricultural program 
m ay b e possible, and greater efficiency 
throughout governm ent w ould reduce costs. 
B u t these savings cannot b e counted on to 
offset rising expenses. 
W e therefore face th e prospect, though 
b y no m eans th e certainty, th at aggregate 
tax rates will continue at som ething Wee 
th eir present level through the decade, and 
m ay even have to b e increased. W e m ust 
face squarely th e issue: if attaining th e goals 
outlined in this R eport should require a 
som ew hat higher level of taxation, can w e 
b ear this level w ithout consequences which 
them selves m ake the goals m ore difficult 
to reach? 
Provided th a t economic growth proceeds 
a t an annual rate of 3.4 per cent or higher, 
th ere is no doubt that we can do so. In 
segreg ate terms, increasing public expend­ 
itures are very unlikely to reduce th e level 
o f average individual consumption in this 
country; th e average citizen’s standard of 
living w ould continue to rise, though perhaps 
a t rates below those of the recent past. A 
m oderate increase in thx rates need not. if 
its 
necessity w ere understood, 
m aterially 
im pair th e incentive or the m orale of the 
A merican ncople, nor alter the prim ary re­ 
liance of th e econom y on priv’ate choice. 
T ax systems which must allocate for gov­ 
ernments about one-fifth of the national pro­ 
d u ct m ust b e both fair and designed to 
red u ce to a minimum the im pact of taxes 
upon grow th. 
__ 


A substantial reform of the tar st/stem is 
essential, w hether public expenditures m ust 
b r increased or can be reducá. Jt will facilitate 
th e attainm ent o f m any national goals. 
T h e federal tax system should he revised 
to elim inate unjustified exceptions in its gen­ 
eral rules, to assure equitable treatm ent o f 
all types o f incomes, to encourage th e ac- - 
cum ulation o f risk capital so vital to economic 
grow th, en d to remedu the m any contra­ 
dictions and flaws w hich have grow n up 
w ithin th e system . 


M any state governm ents must fin d new 
tar sources. L ocal governments m ust be freed 
o f unnecessary restrictions on taxing and 
borrowing powers, and the pronounced in­ 
equalities in the property tax bases o f local 
jurisdictions should be corrected. 
* 
If these reforms are made and th e mini­ 
m um growth rate w e postulate is achieved, 
it is this Commission’s conclusion th a t the 
lev els of public spending we would need to 
realize the recom mendations of this R eport 
are attainable. There m ust be no ideological 
preference for public spending as sjich. Costs 
m ust always be carefully weighed. B ut the 
needs outlined in this Report are themselves 
vitally related to ultim ate freedom and in­ 
dividual developm ent. W e should not fail 
to m eet them. 


A C O N C LU D IN G W ORD 
T he very deepest goals for Americana ro­ 
íate to the spiritual health of our people. 
T he right of every individual tb seek G od 


and th e well-springs of truth, each in his own 
way, is infinitely precious. W e m ust continue 
to guarantee it, and w e m ust exercise it, for 
ours is a spiritually-baaed society. O ur m a­ 
terial achievem ent! in fact represent a tri­ 
umph of the spirit of m an in th e mastery of 
his m aterial environm ent. 
T he fam ily is at th e heart of society. T he 
educational process begins and is served most 
deeply in the home. 
From the first d a y i of our history, every 
American has been responsible for his own 
life and livelihood, an d for his family’s, and 
has shared responsibility for his neighbor's. 
In o u r early y ea n , th e perils which threat­ 
ened w ere close at h an d , and the responsi­ 
bility wag inescapable. N ow dangers, and 
opportunities as well, com e from greater dis­ 
tance, and more subtly. But they are just as 
real. And it is as true as in the days of the 
frontier that th e goals for Americans cannot 
be w on w ithout the efforts of all. 
The major domestic goals of equality and 
education depend overw helm ingly on indi­ 
vidual attitudes and actions. 
It is the responsibility of men and women 
in every walk of life to maintain the highest 
standards of integrity. 
American citizens will in this decade have 
countless opportunities to take the national 
interest into account in deriding their course 
of action. Negotiators for labor and m anage­ 
ment affect the grow th of the econom y and- 
its ability to com pete w ith industry abroad 
when they reach a decision on com pensation 
and working conditions, and thus influence 
the rate of technological change. Young men 
and women will heln shape th e course th e 
United States will take by deciding in w hat 
occupation they will spend their lives. Am­ 
ericans w ho live or travel abroad can p e r­ 
suade countless people of the sincerity of 
American ideals and th e values of dem ocra­ 
cy, or they can tarnish the nation’s reputa­ 
tion. Voters will determ ine w hether schools 
will be built, teachers’ salaries raised, foreign 
assistance enlarged, defense needs fulfilled. 
O ur goals will be attained and our w ay of 
life preserved if enough Americans take the 
national interest sufficiently into account In 
dav-by-dav decisions. 
The American citizen in the years ahead 
ought to devote a large portion of his tim e 
and energy directlv to the solution of the 
nation’s problems. There has heen repeated 
occasion in this R eport to em phasize the 
overriding im portance of contributions by 
private groups and individuals. M any wavs 
are open for citizens to participate in the 
attainm ent of national goals. To mention b u t 
a few; they may help to control delinquency 
by organizing a boys’ chib, serve on a fchool 
board, accept a tour of dutv with governm ent, 
participate actively in politics through par­ 
ties o* Interest groups. 
Above all, Americans m ust dem onstrate in 
every aspect of their lives the fallacy of a 
purelv selfish a ttitu d e-th e materialistic ethic. 
Indifference to poverty and disease is inex­ 
cusable in a society dedicated to th e dignity 
of the individual; so also is indifference to 
values other than R aterial com fort and na­ 
tional power. O ur faith is that m an lives, 
not bv bread alone, b u t bv self-respect, by 
regard for other men. bv con\1ctions of right 
and wrong, by strong religious faith.
